>, A fragment of a notebook with data on the combat history ef the Third Gds 
Tanks Avtar an excerpt of the notes read "The army was activated by order of 
Comrade Stalin on 30 “av 192, in a year wnen the U.S.5.R. was stiil alone in 
fighting the Germans and their allies, since the Western 41lies had not yet 
agtablished the -econd Front and also were sot in a hurry to do so. this was 

the situstion when the ‘third dds Tank 4mgy was activated, Key officers of the 
-army were Lieutenant General Romanenkeo, corrander@in-chief; “ajor Jenoral 
Rybalko , deputy commmdesr: iajor General Uelnikev, member of the war Councils 
and Colonel Sapnik, chief of the political section. On 12 sugust 19ue, Stalin 
called the arny com ander to the Kremlin and ordered him to annihilate a 
strong German force advancing toward Liogcow, On 22 Ausust 1942, the Taard Ges 
Tank Army attacked in the Konelsk area, broke through the German defense lire 
and annihilated two armored divigions and “wo infantry divisions. In mid<vep~
